Claims 1-10 

The inventions described in claims 1-2, 4-5 and 8-10 do not appear to be novel or 
involve an inventive step based on documents 2-4 cited in the ISR. 

The claims of document 2, the claims of document 3, and the claims of document 4 
describe adding organophoshorus compounds specified in the present application to a 
thermoplastic resin to form a flame-retardant composition. 

The inventions described in claims 1-10 do not appear to involve an inventive step 
based on document 1 cited in the ISR. 

The claims of document 1 describe organophosphorus compositions providing flame 
resistance specified in the present application. Although adding the compositions to a 
thermoplastic resin and thermosetting resin is not described, adding a composition well- 
known as a flame retardant could easily be conceived by a party skilled in the art.
